What, then, is the posi-
tion of the President, assuming that thesa men
were removed withont his anthority and
against his wishes? Ie cannot touch the
Beoretary of War, bacanse he is protectad in
the Cabinet by the new law regulating the
tenure of office. He will hardly undertake to
remove Bheridan, or to reinstate these obnox-
ious offivials, becanse sither of these procced-
ings will strengthien the Impeachment party
bafore the Judiciary Committee of Congress,
charged with the investigation of the *‘high
orimes and misdemeanors” alleged against the
President in view of his impeachment and re-
moval. His position, then, is not that of the
Great Mogul, reclining on a bed of roses, nor
anything likeit. He has Secretary Stanton to
Lold him in check on oue side, and the lm-
peachment Committee to watch him on the
other. His ouly conrse, thercfore, is to let
these laws of Southern reconstruction, under
Stanton, Grant, and the commanders of the
five military districts, take their course,
taking care only to “=ee the laws faithifully
executed.””
Moanwhile, whila General Grant has taken
the bull by the horns in Louisiana, we per
ceive that General Sweeny, post commander
in Georgin—in the absence of General Fope,
Third District Commander—has ordered the
suspension of certain local clections super-
sgeded Ly Congress, that General Schotleld is
very popular in Virgiuia, thut Genoeral Sickles
has been favorably received by all parties in
North and South Carolina, and that the peoplae
of Missisgippl and Arkavsas are pleased with
their commander, General Ord. From Vir-
ginia to Texas wa perceive, too, that the Re-
publican politicinus, white and black, in-
¢cluding some colorsd stumpers from tha
North, are actively at work organizing a
Southern wing of the Hepublican party, while
Genernl Wade Hampton, of South Carolina,
ex-Governor Drown, of Georgin, and teneral
Lee, in Virginia, and others of that school, are
moviug as éarnestly in belialf of a new inde-
pendent Southern party of whites and blucks,
planters and laborers, under the laws of re-
construction. From all these proceedings we
see that Secrelary Stanton, with the distriot

We take Wade Hampton as the representa-
tive of the well-disposed ex-Rebels who are
sincerely desirous of the wellare of the freed-
men, but wish to control their action; we take
the Charlegton meeting as the representative

| of the freedmen throughout the South, and not

only of what they are, but of what they are
destined to become. There is a radienl difer-
ence in the convicliong of these two, to be
adjusted by no compromise. It is the differ-
heart belisve that the
Rubellion was right, and that the negro should
not vote, amd those who know that the Re-
bellion was wrong, and that the negro shonld
vote, Practically it is aquestion of voting, It
i# whether the negroes shall go over to Wade
Hampton,or whether he shall go to the negrovs,
March 19, he gives the ultimatman of the
Southern whites—"thus far we oan go topleass
von; come over the rest of the way to us."”

The Legislature of the State, it sesms,
has passed a bill for a Convention to revise
the Constitution ; and the terms of the bill
are not palatable to the loval radical party,
The minority of the Legislature appeal to Con-
gress for help as against the majority ; a siwmi-
lar demand has been made by the radicals of
the State, in convention assembled ; and thus,
inthe judgment of the Washington Chranicle,
Providence ling ”ll]'l‘ll"ll the way for {-IUII}.[T!".‘"
sional futerposition, ' inorder that Maryland
‘‘may be reconstructed like the insnrgent dis-
tricts themselves,"

The prayer of the radical memorialists came
before the House yesterday, and was sus-
tained by Mr. Thomas and others on grounds
which show the dangerons progress of the
revolution inaugurated by the recent policy
of Congress.  Mr, Thomas contends that Con-
gress may interfere because at present Mary-
land s not in the enjoyment of & republican
form of govermment, sinee colored oitizens nre
disfranchised. The point ia more precisel
stated by the radical conventionlsts, who as
for a government “‘in keeping with the stay-
dard erected in the Constitutional amendment
and Civil Rights bill—uamely, recognition of
manhood without regard to color, and the
sacred principle of fmpartial suffrage.” The
aim of the Legislature in onlling a convention,
it is charged, is to re-district portions of the

Htate with the view of increasing the antl-
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radienl majority; and the remarks of Mr,

omas on Thursday indickte n determination
1a resist this 'or any other action projadicial
to the radien] lnterest. He does not threaten
violence, becatse hoe holds that Congress
should step in and asguwe control of the
matier, Falling b obtain this intervention,
the radicals in the State intimate that, If out-
numbered in tha eloction of dolegates antho-
rized by the Legislature, thoy will convene n
soparate hody, construct n constitntion after
!_ln-ir own tastes, and invoke the power of
Conpress to make it the organio law of the
State.

And here les the signifleance of the propo-
sition which the House has honored by a refir-
enoe to s Judiciary Committee. 1f, under
the pretense of guaranteeing republican gov-
ernment to Maryland, Congress may enfran-
chize its negroes and place a minority in
power, it may with eqnal right legislate the
radicals into office in Kentucky and Dolaware,
and way take into its management the inter-
nal political concerns of this and every other
Btate. Our Albany legislators may spare
themselves the troubls of preparing for a
State Convention, referring saffrage and other
questions to the people, it Congress may of
it pleasure foree npon ug universal enfranchise-
ment,  There will be no end to the perils and
vomplications of Congressicnal interference
with State rights, if Congress listen to the
entreaties of the radical adventurers on whomn
the majority of the people of Maryland refuse
to bestow their confidence.  For any allegation
of right in the case of Maryland will be wan-
ton, inexcusable usurpation; and uasurpation
onve tolerated, may be pushed to an indedinite
extent, The Coustitution is already laid npon
the shell, so fur as it applies to the reorgani-
stion of the Southern States.  Dut it will L
worthless as waste, paper if measures whivh
are Justiied by the exigencies of reballion
may be extended to States whose position nud
privileges as members of the Union have not
been fmpaired by aught connected with the
Rebellion or othierwise,

It is probable that some farther proceeding
will be necessary in regard to negro sulfvage.
Having foreod upon the South the universal
eniranchisement of its negroes, nmoral obli-
ention rests upon the Northern States to fol-
low in the same path.  If the colored people
of Georgia, ignorant and untutored, are worthy
of voles, we of the North cannot with any
sliow of docency or justice reluse the franchise
to the coloreil citizens of onr States, And if
Congress is oppressed with & sense of its re
sponsibility as the gaarantor of impartial snf-
froge, it cannot do better than initiate a Con-
stitutional smendment to that end. Sach on
amwendment the States at present representod
are bound to ratdy. In this way all that is
plausible in the Maryiand proposition may be
wecomplished withont resorting to the outr
invasion of leoeal liberties which is
ppgested by Mr. Thomas and the radieals of
Bultimore.
